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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The addition of limitations to various claims may 
have altered the scope of the claims and therefore will require additional research and/or consideration to better ascertain the condition of 
the pending application. Examiner notes that Applicant's attempt to challenge the Examiner's taking of Official Notice is improper as the 
Official Notice statement was first provided in the First Office Action on the Merits at non-final, and was unchallenged at that point. 
However, Examiner will cited reference(s) along with this Response to support the reasoning behind using Official Notice and why 
resetting a credit limit after a single variation would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. For example: the article "Your 
Tum" in the San Antonio Express-News pages 2-3 show a one-time variation in which the limits are reset to their previous and default 
values following the one-time variation. Thus, it is for these reasons that Examiner believes taking Official Notice is proper and that 
resetting a credit limit after a single variation was well known at the time of applicant's invention. Examiner also submits that the citation of 
the references above has been added as evidence to substantiate the prior Official Notice statement, does not result in a new issue, and 
therefore the rejection remains proper. 
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
